Regarding claims 1, 3, and 8, the closest prior arts, Alperovich et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,987,318) and Bradshaw, Jr. (U.S. Patent No. 6,608,820), either singularly or in combination, 
fail to teach one or more negotiators that negotiate with the network node device in order to 
dynamically establish a connection to one or more twisted-pair wirelines connected to the 
network node device by communicating the identifier to said network node device, scanning 
frequencies to locate the identifier returned from said network node device as a verified identifier 
with an assigned frequency, and returning the identifier along the said assigned frequency for 
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establishing communication along said frequency, in combination with all of other limitations in 
the claims.
